It is also the policy of the City and County of 
San Francisco to take reasonable steps to prohibit its City 
officials and employees, acting within the scope of their 
official duties and employment, from sexually harassing non- 
employees, including, but not limited to: contractors and 
subcontractors of the City and County of San Francisco, clients, 
volunteers, interns, and members of the general public. 

(4) In order to create and maintain a workplace free from 
sexual harassment of employees, the City and County of San 
Francisco will, in accord with State and Federal laws, take all 
reasonable steps to: 

(a) set an example through its leadership and 
management that sexual harassment will not be 
tolerated; 

(b) train and educate management and public 
officials as to their responsibility to carry out the 


policy of the City and County; and 
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(d) train and educate employees regarding sexual 
harasement issues and policy. 

(5S) Pursuant to the Charter, the sexual harassment 
discrimination complaint procedure established by the Civil 
Service Commission and Human Resources Director is available to 
review and resolve all allegations of sexual harassment. Persons 
wishing to file a complaint are urged to contact the Human 
Resources Department Equal Employment Opportunity Unit for copies 
of the forms and procedures. 

(B) DEFINITION: (1) For purposes of this section and in 
accord with Federal and State laws, sexual harassment is defined 
as any unwelcome sexual advance, request for sexual favors and 
other verbal or physical conduct of a sexual nature when:

3406.5 Fees. The Department of Building Inspection and the Fire
